FALSE ALARM. 


SHOOTING OF BOY | | 
SPRINGFIELD. 


PRINGFIELD (n.) Aug. 

Springfield was inflamed tonight by 

a report that Rolla Keyes, a 1ij- 
year-old boy, who testified before the 
special grand jury when that body in- 
dicted George Richardson for an al- 
leged assault upon Mrs. Mabel Hol- 
lam, had been shot by friends of the 
accused negro. 
Before the rumor had time to spread 
far, however it was learned that the 
shooting was accidental, the wound 
having been inflicted by a bullet from 
a revolver belonging to a companion 
of Keyes. The boy is so seriously in- 
jured that he may not recover. 
Because of the excitement caused 
by the first reports of the accident, ex- 
tra precautions were taken Col. 
Moriarity and Col. Foreman, in com- 
mand of the two military sections of 
the city, to prevent the gathering of 
crowds. The members of the patrols 
were also instructed to spread the true 
version of the accident and to arrest 
any person discovered counselling vio- 
lence to negroes,

The arsenal was crowded with refu- 
gees again, and there was also a large 
number of negroes who slept under the 
protection of a guard from the Sev- 
enth Regiment at Camp Lincoln.

This was followed by 
a conference between Admiral Sperry 
and the Commonwealth government, 
after which it was announced the gov- 
ernment had granted permission for 
the American sailors and marines to 
land armed, but without ammunition: 
This proviso was accepted by the 
American commander and the pro- 
gramme will therefore be carried out 
unaltered. 

The first day of the sojourn of the 
American battleships at Sydney has 
passed, and, while there have been 
comparatively few functions,—tomor- 
row is set aside for the public recep- 
tion and public landing—the spirit of 
cordiality and wholehearted welcome 
which fills the peopic of this city ban 
found opportunity ‘or expression in 
several ways.

Crop in Interior and Brisk Export 
Demand Make Shorts Eager Bid- 
ders—Corn Strong at Start and 
Cleses Higher.

CHICAGO, Aug. 3%.—The wheat market open- 
ed active end strong, but quicted down con- 
siderably before the middie of the session, 
while at the same time sentiment in the pit be- 
came less bullish, Shorts in the September 
delivery, were eager bidders early in the day 
owing to the small offerings of cash winter 
wheat in the interior and to the brisk demand 
by exporters and eastern millers. Klevator 
concerns continued to dodge the possibility of 
being compelied to deliver their wheat in store 
on September contracts by covering their short 
sales in that month and re-selling for De- 
cember at a further shrinkage in the price for 
the latter. A local mill paid $1.34 per bushe! 
for 1000 bushels of No. 1 hard, which is a new 
high price for the crop. The foreign situation 
also furnished considerable support to the 
local market. Weather conditions in the 
Northwest, which were ideal for harvesting 
seemed to have little influence today. The 
market closed 2 for September and Decem- 
ber, and berely steady for ;
